WASHINGTON - Sen. Rob ­ 
ert A Taft, Jr. this week sin­ 
gle-handedly b locked the reap ­ 
p ointment of an Ohio man to a 
Federal

demonstrating once again 
the

Senator exercises over p atron­ 
age in his state. 
Losing out in the p ower p lay 
was John W. Bush, a native of 
Portsmouth, who had served 
since 1961 as a memb er of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion and had almost universal 
sup p ort for reap p ointment.

American Researcher Asks Halt 
To All Forms of Psychosurgery

WASHINGTON (AP) - A re* 
searcher says brain surgery is 
gaining new popularity for use 
on people suffering anxiety and 
tension, 
including 
overactive 
children and depressed mental 
patients. 
“Well over 
100,000 persons 
have already been subjected to 
psychosurgery 
around 
the 
world, including 20,000 in Eng­ 
land, perhaps 50,000 in Amer­ 
ica, many more thousands in 
Canada,” says Dr. Peter R. 
Breggin. 
“We are now in the midst of 
a resurgence, including mul­ 
tiple forms of psychosurgery 
upon hyperactive children. It is 
time to take action before this 
revival takes on the proportions 
of the first wave that peaked in 
the 1050s,” he adds in a 25,000- 
word 
copyrighted 
study 
in­ 
serted by Rep. Cornelius E 
Gallagher, D-N.J., in the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
Breggin, 35, is on the faculty 
of the Washington, D.C., School 
of Psychiatry. He urges that all 
forms of psychosurgery be out­ 
lawed in the United States as 
they have been in the Soviet 
Union. 
Breggin said his survey was 
based on material presented by 
100 psychosurgeons who gath­ 
ered in Denmark in the sum­ 
mer of 1970 for the Second In­ 
ternational Conference on Psy­ 
chosurgery. 
The 
initial 
wave of 
oper­ 
ations, he said, primarily in­ 
volved 
state-hospital 
patients 
with chronic disabilities, while 
the current one “is aimed at an 
entirely 
different 
group—indi­ 
viduals who are relatively well- 
functioninng, the large majority 
of them with the diagnosis of 
‘neurosis,’ many of them indi­ 
viduals who are still living at 
home and performing on the 
job. 
“Women constitute the ma­ 
jority of the patients, with old 
people and children as other 
large groups. In Japan, Thai­ 
land and India, children have 
been large target populations 
for some time;

Rogers and h e h eld th e title of 
secretary of state, and h e h ad 
someth ing to do with foreign 
affairs,

Th e people 
wh o revealed th e ex istence of 
Mr. Rogers and th e agency h e 
represents may believe th ey 
were reporting news, but in 
effect th ey are only giving aid 
and comfort to th e enemy .” 
“ Does th e revelation of a 
State Department mean th at 
Henry Kissinger is not run­ 
ning th e entire foreign policy 
of th e United States?” 
“ It means no such th ing. All 
policies on foreign affairs are 
still made by th e ‘Depart­ 
ment of Kissinger’ or, as we 
call it h ere, th e DOK. Th e 
State Department, and I’m 
not confirming th ere is one, 
mind y ou, is sort of a backup

Fx pm th e 
beginning we were aware" 
th at it was a calculated risk to 
allow Mr. Rogers to be seen in, 
such close prox imity to th e 
President. But at th e time th e 
decision was made, we h ad no 
idea th at th e President would 
m eet Mao Tse-tung, 
and 
Rogers wouldn’t.” 
“Will th e State Department 
be dismantled, now th at its 
role is out in th e open?” 
“Th at decision is up to Dr. 
Kissinger.” 


Ex-Radical Looks Back

— David Miller was a q uiet, 
skinny , 23-y ear-old Je suit 
sch oof graduate in October of 
19 65. Hardly th e tipoff of a 
malcontent. He wore dark 
suits, wh ite sh irts and sh ort 
h air. He was given to long 
delib eratio ns about Jesus. 
And h e worked in a Cath olic 
anti-poverty agency in New 
York, 
coox ing 
up 
nigh tly 
meals for derelicts in a Lower 
Manh attan soup kitch en. 
But never mind h is manner 
or nich e. He ach ed about th e 
doings in Vietnam. He was 
pacifistically ag ainst U.S. 
military power. And as an 
anarch ist, h e deeply resented 
h is 
sub servient 
role 
to 
Selective Service. 


SO DAVID MILLER 
got 
out of th e kitch en and into th e 
soup. On Oct. 15, 19 65, two 
m o nth s 
a fte r 
Congress 
passed stiff laws against such 
th ings, 
M iller fla sh e d/ a 
cigarette 
ligh ter during 
a 
s tr e e t dem onstration and 
burned h is draft card. 
He w a sn’t the first to do so. 
(Ca rd burning s took pla ce 
during World War 
II and 
K o rea ). But he wa s the first 
to flo ut the new federa l la w, 
a nd 
thus 
b eca m e, with 
na tio na l publicity , a mo ng the 
m o st no to rio us ea rly a nti-wa r 
ra dica ls. Three da y s la ter he 
w a s a rrested. A y ea r la ter he 
wa s fo und g uilty . In time he 
beca m e o ne o f the few men 
ev er ja iled (22 m o nths) fo r a 
few seco nds o f po litica l a rso n.

Th e 
war isn’t over, th e bombs are 
still falling — but th e troops 
are being with drawn and y ou 
don’t h ave all th e casualties 
to rally around.”

Miller as it did six y ears ago. 
In fact, h e can’t even say h e’s 
actually against it any more.

h eadq uartered in Pittsburgh , 
wh o is one of th e Pay Board’s 
labor members and wh o is on 
record as eager to h ave it 
work, dispatch ed a round- 
robin telegram to h is fellow 
board members on Feb. 22.

In an age 
of permissiveness, th e public 
gets, by definition, wnat it 
wants and many of th e th ings 
it wants are sordid. 
In all probability we will 
not collapse into th e total 
social ch aos on th e brink of 
wh ich we seem 
to teeter 
today . Th ere is a cy clical 
rh y th m in th e beat of m en’s 
lives and it is likely th at th e 
pendulum will swing back 
again into a new and blue­ 
nosed era of perh aps op­ 
pressive social control. 
Th at will be unfortunate for 
man is not h imself with out 
th e touch of bawdiness, of 
sex uality , 
of 
m errim ent, 
wh ich proclaims h im a son of 
th e earth . And y et th ere can 
be but few wh o would not 
agree th at we h ave gone too 
far.

In the last fo ur mo nths o f 
19 71, 5 6 test samples were sub­ 
mitted to the Steubenv ille Air 
Quality Reg io n fo r analy sis, 
“ co nfirming a belief that Sa­ 
lem’s air was indeed' po lluted,” 
the annual repo rt o f the Bo ard 
o f Health co mmented to day . 
No ting that it marked the 
first time that air po llutio n o c 
cupied a sig nificant place in 
the repo rt, the bo ard ex plained 
that it sent a letter o f intent to 
the Co unty Health Deparment 
last April pledg ing its co o pera­ 
tio n in establishing a fo ur-co un­ 
ty air po llutio n co ntro l district. 
There was no co st to the city , 
since it had been ag reed the 
federal and state g o v ernments 
wo uld fund the first y ear’s o p­ 
eratio n. 
Fiv e dustfall ana' fiv e sulfa­ 
tio n test units were deliv ered to 
the city in Aug ust and lo cated 
o n the ro o fs o f City Hall, A. & 
P. Market, Senio r Hig h, Pro s­ 
pect Scho o l and the Ohio Edi­ 
so n Co . g arag e. 
Pro spect Scho o l also is the 
lo catio n o f the o nly “ hi-v o lume” 
sampler to measure the lev el o f 
suspended particulate (co mmo n 
dirt, dust and so o t to o small to 
fall o ut o f the air). 
Two 
additio nal 
mo nito ring 
units — a sequential g as sam­ 
pler and an auto matic tape re­ 
co rder — were deliv ered in De­ 
cember and were installed o n 
the ho se to wer catwalk at City 
Hall.

McElroy said federal judges 
should have delayed their deci­ 
sion on the plan until a Re­ 
publican suit challenging the 
constitutionality of the plan in 
the Ohio Supreme Court was 
settled. 
McElroy and state Rep. Alan 
Norris, R-59 Westerville, were 
held in contempt by Federal 
District 
Court 
Judge 
Frank 
Battisti of Cleveland for contin­ 
uing the Ohio Supreme Court 
suit. 
Battisti said “ the audacity of

ALLIANCE — The Board of 
Tru stees of Mou nt Union Col­ 
lege has approv ed an increase 
in tu ition of $3 0 per term, to 
take effect fall term 
of 
the 
1 97 2-7 3 academic y ear. 
The annou ncement of the tu ­ 
ition increase was mad'e today 
by president of the college, Ron­ 
ald G. Weber. 
According to President Web­ 
er, tu ition and fees for 1972-73 
will be $75 0 per term, or $2,25 0 
for the y ear.

20 Victims 
Of Floods 
Are Buried

MAN. W. Va. (AP) - They 
buried most of the Gunnels 
family Wednesday. At the fu­ 
neral, a minister said. “ God 
called for them, and the call 
was answered.” 
As the refugees of Buffalo 
Creek hollow hear the same 
words said a little differently 
this week until at least 76 cas­ 
kets are placed in the ground, 
they also are taking small steps 
at a new' life. 
Wednesday brought a return 
of power and telephone service 
to the 1.000 or so people who 
still have houses standing on 
the hillsides along the 17-mile 
hollow split by Buffalo Creek 
and ravaged by a flash flood 
last Saturday, it also brought a 
foot-stomping 
country 
music 
concert. 
“ We’re country people, and 
we like country music,” Wal­ 
lace 
Horn 
said 
Wednesday 
night as his group, the Friendly 
Neighbors, entertained nearly 
200 flood refugees at Man High 
School, where many are sleep­ 
ing on cots. They, like 4,000 oth­ 
ers, have no homes to go to. 
“ This is what we need,” one 
man said at the concert. He 
added he didn't want his name 
in “ the newspapers because I 
just buried my wife and it 
might not look right to some 
people.” 
More than 20 persons were 
buried Wednesday, and at least 
that many were to be placed in 
the ground today. 
“ From earth to earth, from 
dust to dust, from ashes to 
ashes,” 
the 
Rev. 
Clarence 
Campbell said as three-fourths 
of the Gunnels family, Martha, 
21: her son, David. 3; and a 
girl, Jessica, 1, were buried.
